The President's Patrlotic Speech to the 
Merchants, 


A DRIVE AROUND THE CITY 


At Night He Addressed Twenty Thou- 
sand People in the Coliseum. 
Thrilling Words of Union 
and Fraternity Were 
Spoken. 


St. Louls, October 14.—Ten or twelve miles 
were covered by the presidential party dur- 
ing the drive about the city today and when 
the Southern hotel was reached at 7 o’clock 
most members of the party were thoroughly 
chilled through. October winds blew strong 
and cold throughout the afternoon, but the 
president bore the ordeal good-naturedly 
and whenever the crowd of people demand- 
ed his attention, he bared his head like 
a Spartan, and standing in his. carriage, 
bowed gracefully his acknowledgments. 

The largest crowd under cover that the 
president has come in contact with during 
his present trip gathered at the coliseum 
tonight to hear his address. Probably 20,000 
people were inside the building when the 
the address was delivered, and twice as 
many more were unable to get anywhere 
within the sound of his voice. The president 
was escorted to the coliseum by President 
Ciark H. Sampson and the directors of the 
exposition. Mr. McKinley walked to the 
big stage in the center of the building, 
while the people filled the air with terrific 
applause, and Sousa's band played ‘Hail 
to the Chief.” 

After a short address of welcome by 
President Sampson, Mr. McKinley was pre- 
sented. He said: 

The President’s Speech. 


“I remember on the occaston of a former 
visit to St. Louis, to have witnessed the 
assembled pupils of the schools of the city 
at your great fair. It was an inspiring 
sight, and it has never been effaced from 
recollection. As I jooked into the thousands 
of young faces of the boys and the girls 
preparing themselves for citizenship, I had 
my faith confirmed in the stability of our 
institutions. To the youth of the country 
trained in the schools, whch are happly 
opened to all, must we look to carry for- 
ward the fabric of government. It is fortu- 
nate for us that our republic appeals to 
the best and noblest aspirations of its 
citizens and makes al] things possible to 
the worthy and industrious youth. 

Causes of Congratulations. 

“The personal thterest and participation 
of our citizenship in the conduct of the 

overnment makes its condition always 
an absorbing and interesting one. It must 
be a matter of great gratification to the 
people of the United States to know that 
the national credit was never better than 
it is now: for the first time in the coun- 
try’s history the country is floating 3 per 
cent bonds, every dollar of which was sold 
at par, and is now at a premium of 5 per 
cent on the dollar, and that this profit has 
gone to the people. The loan was a popu- 
lar one, and it has been a soiirce of much 
satisfaction that the people with their sur- 
plus savings were able to buy the bonds. 
It is an interesting fact that while we of- 
fered but $200,000,000 of bonds for sale, over 
fourteen hundred millions were subscribed 
by the people of the country, and by the 
terms of sale no one was able to receive 
bonds in excess of $5,000. It is not without 
significance, too, that the government has 
not been required since 1896 to borrow any 
money for its current obligations unti} the 
war with Spain, while its available balance 
October 1, 1898, was upwards of $507, 000,000, 
of which sum over $243.000,000 was in gold. 
Nothing more impressed the nations of the 
world than the appropriation of a large 
national defense fund which the treasury 
was able to pay from its balance without 
resort to a loan. While the credit and 
finances of the government have improved 
the business conditions of the people have 
also happily improved. Both government 
and citizens have shared in the general 
prosperity. The money circulation of the 
country was larger on the ist of July, 
1898, than it has ever been, and@ there has 
bees no depreciation of the value of our 
money. 

Brotherhood Has Been Restoreéi. 


“The people have borne the additional 
taxation made necessary by the war with 
the same degree of patriotism that charac- 
terized the soldiers who enlisted to fight 
the country’s battles. We have not only 
prospered in every material sense, but we 
have established a sentiment of good feel- 
ing and a spirit of brotherhood such as 
the nation has not enjoyed since the earlier 
years of its history. Not since the begin- 
ning of the agitation of the question of 
slavery has there been such a common 
bond in mame and purpose; such genuine 
affection; such a unity of the sections: 
such obliteration of party and geographica] 
divisions. National pride has been en- 
throned; national patriotism has been re- 
stored; the national union cemented closer 
and stronger; the love for the old flag en- 
shrined in all hearts. 


“North and south have mingled 
their best blood in a common cause and 
today rejoice in a common victory. 


has assigned it. Let nothing distract us: 
let no discordant voice intrude to embar- 
rass us in the solution of the mighty prob- 
lems which involve such vast conse- 
quences to ourselves and posterity. Let us 
remember that God bestows on no nation 
supreme opportunity which is not ready to 
respond to the call of supreme duty.”’ 
The People Cheered. 

The address of the president was re- 
ceived by his 2,000 auditors with the 
wildest cheers, and at its conclusion the 
demonstration was simply indescribable. 
For a short time the president then 
viewed the sights of the St. Louis exposi- 
tion, after whigh he left for the train. 
The departure from the city was made 
at 11 o'clock over the Vandalia road. 

The President’s Arrival. 

The yy: gama train today came into 
St. Louis sHiortly after 9 o'clock. About 
an hour bg ore, just as the flye@ was 
speeding across the Missouri river, the 
president arose and breakfasted. He ex- 
pressed surprise and delight at the con- 
tinued fine weather and beautiful scenery. 
Indeed the perfection of October weather, 
which has lasted throughout the trip, 
Seems almost unprecedented. At Spanish 
Lake, a station about fifteen miles from 
there, a reception committee of about 
thirty citizens of St. Louls boarded the 
train to welcome the president. Among 
them were Governor Stephens and ex-Gov- 
ernor Frances Zeigenhein, Mr. McKinley 
walked through the car where the members 
were seated and gave to each one a2 warm 
personal greeting. 

The president looks very tired after 
the trying ordeal of the last four days. 
He said to General Shafter at Galesburg, 
when the general inquired about his 
health: 

“Well, general, I am wearing myself 
out by this continuous outdoor speaking, 
but I am standing it very well under 
the circumstances, I think.” 

At the union station when the presiden- 
tial train backed in at 9:30 a. m. there was 
a terrific jam, every bit of available space 
in the immediate midway being filied with 
an enthusiastic crowd of people anxious to 
see the chief executive. 

The members of the general reception

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committee, which had preceded the presi- 
dential train on a Burlington special, lined 
up, and when President McKinley stepped 


fiom his car he was immediately escorted 


by them to the Twentieth street entrance of 
the union station and placed in a car- 
riage. The Twelfth United States infantry 
was drawn up on the north side of Mar- 
ket street, facing the station and extending 
along its entire length. When the presi- 
dent’s carriage wheeled into Market street 
the veterans of Santiago presented arms 
and the immense throng that lined both 
sides of that thoroughfare broke into 
cheers. Hats and ‘handkerchiefs were waved 
and the president was kept busy respond- 
ing to the noisy welcome. Carriages con- 
taining other members of the presidential 
party and the reception committee fell in 
behind that of Mr. McKinley. 
Viewing the Procession. 

Arriving at the Southern hotel, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley alighted, and followed by the mem- 
bers of his party, proceeded with the récep- 
tion committee to a balcony overlooking 
Walnut street. From this vantage point he 
viewed the thousands of people who lined 
the streets and windows and house tops. 

Although the weather was chilly, Pres- 

ident McKinley’s head was constantly bared 
during the review of the parade in response 
to the salutes of passing troops. He was 
much impressed with the appearance of the 
Twelfth United States infantry and bat- 
tery E, First United States artillery, two 
organizations that took part in the cam- 
paign before Santiago and stormed the 
heights of El Caney. 
t met mem- 
bers of the various committees in the hotel 
pariore. This over, the doors were thrown 
open and the general public was given an 
opportunity to pass before the chief execu- 
tive. 

At noon the president spoke to 15,000 peo- 
ple in the hall of the Merchants’ exchange, 
the room in which Samuel J. Tilden was 
nominated for president in 1876 Mayor 
Zeigenhein introduced the president to the 
crowd. 

Mr. McKinley spoke as follows: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: I thank you all 
most cordially for the warm welcome you 
have given me to your city. And I congrat- 
ulate you all upon the good feeling and 
the splendid spirit everywhere found 
throughout the length and breadth of our 
common country. Thank God, we ‘are all 
together once more. (Great applause.) We 
have one flag and one destiny, and wherever 
that destiny shall lead us we shall have 
hearts strong enough to meet every respon- 
sibility. We cannot enjoy glories and 
victories without bearing the burdens that 
may result from them. I congratulate you 
again upon the splendid outlook for the 
business future of the country. We were 
never so well off ds we are today; we have 
gone from business depression to business 
activity; we have gone from labor hunting 
employment to employment hunting labor. 
(Applause.) 

“And we have everything—a most blessed 
country, and resting upon all of us is the 
duty of carrying forward the great trust 
of civilization that has been committed to 
us.

200 LIVES PROBABLY LOST. 


THE CLEOPATRA LEAVES LONDON 
WITH MANY PEOPLE ABOARD. 
She Goes Down Off Falmouth and the 
Report Is That *the Men Are 
‘“‘Drowning Like Rats.”’ 


London, October 14.—The Atlantic com- 
pany’s steamer Mohegan, formerly the Cle- 
opatra of the Wilson and Furness-Leyland 
line, which left London for New York 
yesterday with fifty passengers and a drew 
of 150, is ashore off the Lizard, between 
the Manacles and the lowlands. 

According to a dispatch just 
from Falmouth, out 
constituting the passengers and crew of 
the Mohegan only thirty-one have been 
saved. 

A coast guard reports that the passen- 
gers are “‘drowning like rats.” 

Another account says: ‘Bodies are wash- 
ing ashore, one being a lady lashed to a 
plank with both legs severed.”’ 

Particulars to the disaster are very diffi- 
cult to obtain. 

It appears that when the Mohegan struck 
a gale was blowing and the sea was run- 
ning high. 

Life boats put off from the Lizard and 
from Falmouth, one returning filled with 
passengers. Several were drowned, it is 
reported, on the passage of the life boat 
to the shore. Another life boat saved 
six persons. 

Later—A life boat has landed thirty of 
the Mohegan passengers and returned for 
more. One lady died after she had been 
brought ashore. It ts reported that the

Paris, October 14.—It is announced here 
this morning that a military plot against 
the government has been discovered. 

The Rappel, The Aurore and The Petite 
Republique Francaise publish almost identi- 


cal stories on the subject. 

It appears that the plot was discovered 
by a general holding an jmportant position. 
The plotters were to have taken action on 
Saturday, during the absence of the min- 
ister of war, General Chanoine. It further 
appears that when the government was 
warned of the plot the ministers were not 
surprised, having already obtained infor- 
mation regarding the conspiracy. 

The Pretenders Not Implicated. 

The Matin says the plot was not in favor 
of one of the pretenders to the throne of 
France, who has been talked about for 
some time, but was only for the purpose of 
changing certain officials of the govern- 
ment without touching the president. 

The premier, M. Brisson, wag among 
those who were not surprised when notified 
of the plot. He promises to take action in 
the matter. 

The government refuses to furnish any 
information regarding the discovery of the 
plot, but it is rumored this afternoon that 
the conspiracy involved rrince Louis Bona- 
parte, who is &@ colonel of Russian lancers, 
favor his elder brother, 
Prince Victor Bonaparte, recently resigned 
the leadership of the imperialist party. It is 
added that certain political] 
handed the premier important documents, 
including a cipher dispatch concerning cer- 
tain military men. 


Minister of War Defers Visit. 

The minister of war has recalled his an- 
nounced intention of leaving Paris. 

The Liberte asserts that the military men 
alleged to have been concerned in the 
conspiracy are Generals Boisdeffre and 
Pelliux. 

Attempts, it is added, were also made to 
comprom‘se General Zurlinden, the mili- 
tary governor of Paris, who for a short 
time was minister of war, but it appears 
the present minister of war, General Cha- 
noine, refused to countenance it.

He Severely Condemns the Landing 


Place at Santiago. 

Chicago, October 14.—General William R. 
Shafter in an interview here regarding the 
Santiago campaign says, as to the sugges- 
tion that the landing should have been at 
Aguadores: 

“Any commanding general who would 
have landed his troops at Aguadores in 
preference to Baiquiri ought to be court- 
martiaied and shoc for incompetency. It 
Was not a good beach on which to land. 
The ground was densely covered with a 
vine or plant much more deadly than the 
poisonous ivy. Through this the soldiers 
would have had to cut their way. The 
point was strongly defended and there was 
no water between Aeuadaofes and Santiago. 
The ground was impracticable, if not im- 
passable. Had I landed at Aguadores and 
invested Santiago the Spanish would have 
had a road over which they could have 
retreated from»,the city: if they so desired. 
My army went over the dills and cut off 
the Spanish retreat.’

Chicago, Ill., October 14.—(Special.)— 
Never in the history of this city has there 
been such a demonstration as is the one 
now being prepared in this city.

American unity and American determi- 
nation. The acceptance of an invitation 
to be present by the president of the 
United States fixed the character of the 
celebration, and since that day all the 
vim and earnestness of Chicago has been 
enlisted to make of the oceasion what the 
United States expects it to be. Not even 
on the greatest day of the world’s fair was 
there such an assemblage of human beings 
as is certain to visit this city during the 
coming week. When these crowds arrive 
they will find banners flying from every 
housetop, richly colored arches spanning 
the streets, speaking the gladness of the 
peop‘e, and music and oratory and all of 
the charms which triumphant glee can 
furnish to the ear. 

The Opening of the Jubilee. 

In order to attain this result every in- 
terest has been aroused. All of the 
churches have prepared special music and 
programmes for Sunday, when the formal 
opening of the Peace Jubilee wil] begin 
with prayer. A grand union service will 
follow at night, in which fhe choirs of 
all the churches, {including vhe Roman 
Catholic and the Jewish, wil) participate. 
The public speaking will begin at the 
Auditorium at 10:30 o’clock a. m. Tuesday, 
upon which occasion the gifted Archbishop 
Ireland, of St. Paul, will address the people, 
followed by Judge Emory Speer, of Geor- 
gia, whose eloquence cannot fail to in- 
spire the occasion, after which the cel- 
ebrated George W. Peck will conclude the 
day’s services. The banquet of Wednes- 
day night, however, will be the great cul- 
mination of this unexampled celebration.

GARCIA STILL AT OUTS. 


The Present Condition of Things in 
Cuba Does Not Suit Him. 

Havana, October 14.—Cosme de la Tor- 
riente, aid-de-camp and secretary of Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia, is quoted in an jnter- 
view as saying that the general has net 
accepted any post from Genera] Lawton 
or the other American officials, that it is 
not true he is making a tour of the eastern 
part of Cuba advising the disbanding of 
the Cuban army and that there {s' no truth 
in the statement that Garcta is going to 
the United States for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to raise a loan, which he has 
no authcrity to do. 

The aid-de-canmw and secretary further 
asserted that Garcia has not denied the 
legality of the actual revolutionary govern- 
ment of Cuba nor has he accepted the pre- 
sumary of the United States, But it ap- 
pears that Garcia has unofficially express- 
ed the opinion that the present Cuban gov- 
ernment, owing to lack of members and 
personnel, could not be considered legal, 
as a quorum was impossible and therefvure 
its actions are unknown. 

General Garcia, is seems from what his 
secretary says, in all questions of author- 
ity at the present momenfonly recognized 
the general in chief of the Cuban army, 
though he recognized the “transitory gov- 
ernment of the United States,’ as a con- 
sequence of intervention, and being com- 
manded by the revolutionary government 
to accept it and then co-operate with the 
American army at Santiago, he obeyed or- 
ders. 

Further, General Garcia Is alleged to ad. 
vocate the “closest uniom between the 
Spaiards and Cubans on the island, for- 
getting the past and uniting in every effort 
looking to the establishment of independ- 

These statements are considered among 
the Spaniards here as indicating Garcia's 
real attitude toward the United States and 
Cuba,

supplies fvom Atlanta. They must accom- 
pany their application with proof of their 
present necessity and that will bring them 
relief.

NEGROES HALTED 
N ILLINOIS 


The Bloody. Reception Which 
They fave Met There, 


GOVERNOR AS A DICTATOR 


Refuses To Allow Laborers To Alight 
fom the Trains, 


NEGROES HUDDLED UP AT PAN 


Will Be Allowed To Return Home, but 
They Cannot Spreid About in Il- 
linois, as Orders Have Been 
Issued To Prevent Them 
Doing So. 


Virden, Ill.,October 14.—Rumors have been 
flying fast and not even the best informed 
had any definite idea as to what would 


deyelop during the night. 

Reports that another train load of ne- 
groes was on its way here Kept the excite- 
ment at a high tension, but the militia are 
in complete, possession of the stockade and 
are closely guarding the railroad property. 

The coroner’s jury heard a large number 
of witnesses today, but did not conciude its 
work. The inquest will last until Monday 


or Tuesday. 
Warrants Sworn Out. 

Warrants were sworn out today before 
the local magistrate by an officer of the 
miners’®union, charging President Loucks, 
Manager Lukens and others with “con- 
spiracy to murder,” but on advices of the 
military officers in charge here they were 
not served. This action, @owever, caused 
Colonel Young to refuse to allow several 
guards, who had been employed by the 
coal company, to depart for their homes 
in Chicago, as he thought they might be 
needed as witnesses. 

Six ex-guards from St. Louis, who came 
up on the train carrying the blacks Wed- 
nesday and who were more or less serious- 
ly wounded, were allowed to leave for 
home after a aiaesiidiatinls participated in 
by Colonel Young, Manager Lukens, Coro- 
ner Hart, Police Magistrate Roberts and 
Attorney Patton. Three of the men were 
s0 badly injured that it is necessary to 
carry them to the train. 

Three hundred miners from Virden, Car- 
linville, Nilwood and Greenbridge attended 
the funedal of A. Breneman, at Girard, to- 
day. There was no disorder. 

General Manager Lukens, of the Chicago 
Virden Coal Company, today made a state- 
ment denying the charge that the company 
is not willing to pay its miners living 
wages. He claimed that some of the men 
were making Over $6 a day. Colonel 
Young’s Illinois cavalry today relieved bat- 
tery B of guard duty in the city. Colonel 


Young is ranking officer and will be in 
command of ali troops. 


Trains Searched for Negroes. 

All trains with freight or passengers 
stopping here are carefully searched for 
negroes. Two hundred members of the 
First cavalry and Third infantry, under 
command of Colonel Young, are here today 
and 175 more are expected. These, with 
the 128 men in the Galesburg battery and 
the Elgin company of the Sons of Veterans, 
will give Colonel Young a force of over 
500 men. 


Before the coroner’s jury the wounded 
guards, eleven in number, who were on the 
train with the negroes, testified that the 
firing was commenced by the strikers. 
Some acknowledged that the guards return- 
ed the fire, but none would acknowledge 
that he individually had fired. The men 
said they were under strict orders not to 
fire except in selfadefense. One of the 
wounded guards who had been at the 
stockade previous to Wednesday in his 
testimony stated that he positively knew 
there were no guards in the tower over 
the shaft or that any of the firing. came 
from the stockades. 

Watching for the Negroes. 

Pana, October 14.—A telegram was receiv- 
ed today from Virden saying that in all 
probability Operator Lukens, of the Chica- 
go-Virden Coal Company, would attempt to 
land at Pana the imported negroes who, af- 
ter a bloody riot, were shut out at Virden. 
A conference was immediately held by tele- 
phone between Captain Harris, command- 
ing the militia here, and Adjutant General 
Reece and Governor Tanner, of Springfield. 
The conference resulted in the governor 
ordering Captain Hacris to immediately put 
on a guard at each of the coal mines and 
at the approach of each of the railroads 
into Pana, and under no circumstances to 
permit any imported negroes to land in 
Pana. 

Captain Harris, after a conference with 
the miners here, ordered the miners to get 
their guns and be in readiness to assist 
him in preventing the negroes from land- 
ing here. The miners readily complied with 
his request. 


Complications with the Railroads. 


Chicago, October 14.—Complications which 
threaten to asS8ume greater proportiong than 
the clash between federal and state au- 
thorities during the railroad strike under 
Altgeld’s administration promise to grow 
out of Governor Tanneér’s action in refus- 
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| ing to allow the Altor road to unload negro 
miners at Virden. Genera] Solicitor Brown, 
of the Chicago and Alton, left for Spring- 
fleld today as the result of a conference 
between the officials of the roads. Steps 
will be taken by the Alton to secure legal 
redress for the alleged lawless seizure of 
the road by the governor. The officials 
of the Alton make no attempt to conceal 
their anger and cast the blame upon the 
governor for interfering with a common 
carrier, which has authority to operate as 
such under state laws. 

Springfield, Il., October 14.—Governor 
Tanner today sent cavalry troops D and B 
of Springfield and Bloomington and com- 
pany F of Macomb, Sons of Veterans reg- 
ment, to Pana to replace the troops re- 
called from there Wednesday and sent to 
Virden. : 

The colored miners taken from the train 
here Wednesday are still herded at the 
city hall and fed by public charity. Pro- 
ceedings are expected in the United States 
court by mine operators to restrain Gover* 
nor Tanner and the militia from inter- 
fering with colored men who want to work. 

Governor Tanner Talks. 

Springfield, Ill, October 14.—Governor 


Tanner tonight gave out a lengthy inter- 
view to the Associated Press regarding the 
situation at Virden and his attitude on the 


importation. of miners into the state. He 
said: 

“My position has been from the begin- 
ning, and I am now positive in that posi- 
tion, ernphatically against the importation 
of labor into Illinois, not from the south- 
ern states alone, but from all other states, 
because such a pernicious system as I 
have said pefore necessarily brings to our 
state and dumps upon society an undesira- 
ble class of citizens, and I do not propose 
if I can Yelp it, that the state of Illinois 
shall be used as a dumping ground for 
the criminal] and idle classes of other coun- 
tries or other siates. 

“Tf one, two or three or even larger 
numbers, come to our state in the proper 
order and in the ordinary way, seeking 
honest employment, and the mine owners 
see fit to employ them, I will give them all 
the protection necessary to peacefully op- 
erate their mines. The Chicago-Virden 
Company has been an intentional law 
breaker; has sent an agent to Alabama 
and by false pretenses induced negroes to 
come here, joading them on the trains like 
cattle, locking the doors of the cars, feed- 
ing them like stock and procuring the ser- 
vices of armed guards from a detective 
agency, and invading the state in an illegal 
manner.”’ 

He says if he had been apprised of the 
coming of the train he should have had it 
met at the state line with the national 
guard and disarmed and made prisoners of 
every man bearing arms. 

He charges the owners of the Chicago- 
Virden mine with firing on the miners first 
and with being lawbreakers and criminally 
responsible for the bloodshed of Wednesday 
and their detectives and guards as guilty 
of murder. He says he believes they should 
and will be indicted by the Macoupin coun- 
ty grand jury for murder. 

Captain Craig Exceeded His Authority. 

Referring to the action of Captain Craig 
in searching the train which bore the ne- 
gro miners back to Virden last evening, the 
governor said fhat Captain Craig had ex- 
ceeded his authority and that he had in- 
structed Colone] Young. now commanding 
at Virden, to not interfere with the opera- 
tion of the trains nor to invade them, but 
to only prevent the unloading of imported 
laborers, which unloading would at once 
bring about trouble. 

“As I said in the beginning,’’ continued 
the governor, “it is not my purpoyg, nor 
has it been from the first, to discriminate 
against the negro. The negro has the same 
right under our laws and constitution as all 
other classes and nationalities. What I am 
opposed to is the pernicious system of im- 
porting labor.

Stranded in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, October 14.—Fifty-seven ne- 
groes who came here from Alabama to 
work in the -mines at Virden, Ill, are 
Stranded in the city. They arrived here 
tonight over the Chicago and Alton road 
from Springfield, Ill., and as they have 
no transportation beyond St. Louis, the 
men are unable to get out of the city. 
For the night the colored men are being 
cared for in the emigrants’ waiting room. 
Tomorrow they will have to vacate, and 
then they will have no place to go. There 
is the densest ignorance among the blacks 
as to who sent them to St. Louis. They 
were put on the train at Springfield, but 
who paid their fares is not known. 


Great Eastern Railway. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 14.—(Special.)—The 
Great Eastern railway was today granted a 
charter by the secretary of state. The road 
will extend from the Great Sounds, through 
Beaufort, Hyde, Pitt, Greene, Wayne and 
Johnston counties and will form a junction 
with the Southérn railway at Goldsboro or 
Selma. The capita] stock is $650,000 paid up. 
J. D. McCormick and J. N. Allen, of New 
York, are large stockholders, as is also 
J. H. McCleary, of Suffolk. The road will 
be an important feeder of the Southern.

DR. SEAMAN ON THE STAND 


Declares the Commissary Supplies To 
Have Been Unsuited. _ 


SICK ARE FED ON ARMY RATIONS 


Doctors Could Not Get Change of Diet 
for Their Patients—The Red Cross 
Society Filled the Gap. 


Washington, October 14.—Dr. Louis §. 
Seaman was the principal witness before 
the war investigating committee today. 

He complained that the commissary sup- 
plies furnished the troops in Porto Rico 
were unsuited to the demands of the 
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tropical] climate and 
unfit for hospita] use. 

He said the sick men were fed only with 
the army rations. He failed to secure any 
change of diet for hig patients, notwith- 
Standing he made frequent demands upon 
the quartermaster of the regiment and 
upon the surgeon of the corps. He was 
told that no food was issued go any regi- 
ment in that service and that it would 
be of no use to make a formal requisition 
in writing. However, the men in the hos- 
pitals did not suffer, because the Red 
Cross Society furnished the desired as- 
sistance. 2 

Dr. Seaman gaid 
Charge of two 
the Obdam returning from Ponce. The 
Ship was supplied with army travel ra- 
tions, which, while plentiful and good of 
the kind, were not suitable to invalids, 
He refused to give this food to his pa- 
tients and applied for a different variety 
to the National Red Cross Society and had 
been supplied by them with what he de- 
sired. As a cOnsequence all the patients 
except one gained weight and strength 
during the voyage. He made no formal 
requisition to the government authorities 
for different rations because of the 
willingness of the Red Cross to furnish 
what he considered better food. 

Governor Beaver’s Questions. 

When Governor Beaver pressed the wit- 
why was no requl- 
Sition made for condensed milk and tea 
he replied that Chief Surgeon Snowden 
had told him they could not be had. 

Returning to his stay in Porto Rico, Dr. 
Seaman said there thad been’ universal 
complaint at the hospitals of a deficiency 
of suitable supplies. There were times 
when the Red Cross Society did not have 
these, while there was no shortage of 
regular rations. He thougiht many Men 
had suffered for want of proper food. 

He had been told repeatedly that the 60 
cents a day rations for the sick could not 
be furnished in Porto Rico. it Was nol 
even supplied to the general military hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Comunor urged Dr. Seaman for a 
statement as to whether he thad made a 
formal written requisition for the commu- 
tation of supplies by the commissary de- 
partment. ‘Tne latter replied that he had 
not done but that nis) reason 
for this failure was found in the fact that 
he was constanuy intormed that no sucn 
exchange could be made. He said he had 
only six hours in which to supply toe 
Obdam, and he thad secured trom the 
commissary only the regular travel ravion, 
but he had made no forma| demand for 
other suitable food for the sick. He said 
in reply to a question that he did nol 
know that the commissary at Ponce had 
on hand a quarter of a mfllion dollars or 
any other sum for supplying delicac.es’ To 
the sick; he Ohly knew that were 
not supplied. : 

Hospitals Were Overcrowded. 

In reply by Mr. Connor, 
Surgeon Seaman said tnat while he was in 
Porto Rico the hospitals were overcrowded, 
the beds being within six inches of each 
other. When he left there were between 
3.000 and 4,000 sick out of an army of 10,000. 


Dr. Seaman grew somewhat irascible un- 
der Dr. Connor’s questioning, and in reply 
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tion to his questioner. When Dr. Connor 


attempted to repeat the quesfion Dr. Sea- 


not answer again, adding: “The questions 
put to me hefe are of a character calcu- 
lated to place me in the false position of 
army of maladministration. Such is not 
the case. I regard the conduct 
department by Dr, Sternberg as above re- 
proach, whatever fault there was in another 
department.” 


After some petty sharp cross-firing, Dr. 
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Connor declared he would ask no more 
questions of the witness. 

Governor Beaver told Dr. Seaman that 
no question would be put to him’ that was 
not proper, but he, Governor Beaver, would 
“insist upon his answering, and if he did 
not do so, he must take the consequences.” 

Governor Bushrell then asked as to the 
conduct of the quartermasters serving with 
him or in his vicinity. Dr. Seaman declined 
to answer, saying that he understood he 
Was expected appear before the war 
department af getting through with this 
board, ‘“‘and,” he said, “I do not want to 
criticise my superior officers while I wear 
the shoulder straps of an army officer.’’ 

He continued by saying that he had been 
so much misrepresented by the press within 
the last twenty-four hours that he did not 
wish to further commit himself. He then 
detailed the circumstances leading to the 
representations concerning ‘his views in the 
newspapers. He said he had authorized no 
interview since he landed, and that the ar- 
ticle in a New York paper grew out of a 
conversation between himself and his supe- 
rior officer in New York which a represen- 
tative of that paper overheard. He also de- 
nied reading the article before it was print- 
ed, as had been represented. He conclud- 
ed his testimony and was followed by 
Lieutenant F. K. Hill, of the navy. 

Lieutenant Hill’s Testimony. 

Lieutenant Hill was an officer on the 
warship lowa when the army landed near 
Santiago and was in charge of the debarka- 
tion of the troops at Baiquiri. He said the 
navy supplied eleven launches and fifty-

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two small boats for the landing, but the 
army brought only one lighter. He gave 
the details of the landing, which he said 
consumed four days. The army was entire- 
ly unprepared to land, and Lieutenant Hill 
said that, as he viewed the matter, the 
army would have been unable to land and 
unable to subsist after the landing with- 
out the aid of the navy. <A great deal of 
trouble was experienced with the captains 
of the transports, who had refused to go 
nearer the shore. Lieutenant Hill said 
there was no wiarf, but he had understood 
that they talked of building one on which 
to iand General Shafter.

CUBAN DEBT IS 
UNDER DISCUSSION 


Peace Commission Reaches This Phase 
of Negotiation. 


SPANIARDS ASK FOR INDEMNITY 


Americans Will Plead War Expenses 
as Offset. 


LONG SESSION OF THE COMMISSION 


The Folly of Negofiation Instead of a 
Simple Demand for Uncondi- 
tional Surrender. 


Paris, October 13.—The session of the 
peace commission was two hours longer 
than any previous one. 
/ The American reply to the Spanish pre- 
sentation of Tuesday was submitted and 
read. An oral discussion followed, evccu- 
Pying the time until about ten minu‘es 
past 6 o’clock, when the commission acd- 
journed until Monday next. | 

It is betieved that the Spaniards. sub- 
mitted, as their corstruction of the pro 
tocol, that it was just to consider Spain 
as having equities fairly dischargeable by 
the American assumption of Cuban obli- 
gations, It is not unlikely that the Amer- 
icans voiced the conviction that fair equi- 
ties to the United States, in war expense, 
were incurred by the United States, and 
possibly, though not positively, the Amer 
icans may schedule the value of the bat- 
tleship Maine as among the expenditures 
possible of classification against the 
called Cuban debt. 

However, it may be 
that the commissions 
point in the negotiations from which 
henceforth the joint sessions will be oc- 
cupied by oral discussions agwell as by 
written presentations of propositions. 
Nne work is now thoroughly entered upon, 
though it is not unlikely that any 
ment has yet been polished and finished 
for a place in the final treaty. 


Commander Bradford Fresent. 

Commander Bra@ford, United States 
navy, who has arrived here from Wasn- 
ington, was examined this morning by the 
members of the United States peace com- 
mission, relative to the conditions pre- 
vailing and the main features of interest 
in the Philippine islands, with which the 
commander is well acquainted. 

It may be said that tne first, second and 
third meetings scarcely penetrated the 
Surface of any protocol point and less 
still the marrow. Last Tuesday, however. 
marked the Spanish presentment regarding 
the Cuban debt, which has during recess 
brought the Americans to serious prepara- 
tions, adjustment of their diplomatic 
forces and the formulation of a plan upon 
Which they may ultimately stand in rela- 
tion to the Cuban phase of their mission 
here. It is not unlikely that since Tues- 
day’s meeting the Americans, who ‘have 
been exceedingly ' busy, have determined 
upon an attitude toward the Spanish prop- 
Osition that the United States assume the 
Cuban debt in whole or in part and that 
it has been reduced to writing for presen- 
tation to Uhe Spaniardg at today’s session, 
placing the American view broadly as to 
what is the Cuban debt, what proportion 
is fairly chargeable to the island as legal 
and beneficial thereto and the proportion 
to be charged to Spain as beneficiary of 
the so-called Cuban debt. 

A hasty conclusion, however, should not 
be drawn from the fact of this careful 
weighing of the Spanish proposition by 
the Americans that they accept either al- 
ternative classification of the Cuban ob- 
ligation, but rathher that they are acting 
on a‘line and propose to meet every point 
raised as exhaustively as presented. They 
have thoroughly traversed the Cuban debt 
views and there will be either an 
oral discussion today or a written inter- 
Ghange of views at the next meeting. 

What the Commission Is Doing. 

Washington, October 14.—The peace com- 
missioners at Paris are still dealing with 
propositions relating to Cuba, but have 
not yet taken up the subject of the future 
of the Philippines. From an insistence 
upon the strictest construction of the arti- 
cles of the protocol the Spanish commis- 
sioners have swung to the opposite ex- 
treme and are now looking for ameliora- 
tion therein laid down, on the ground 
that the agreement was- hastily drawn 
and under great pressure. There is an 
evident wish on their part to assorlate 
Cuba and the Philippines in their final dis- 
position, Which may explain the last appli- 
cation for the Spanish military commis- 
sioners for an extension of the time al- 
lowed for the evacuation of Cuba. This 
application will be duly considered, but 
nevertheless our government will insist 
that the administration of Cuba be relin- 
quished by the Spanish officials on Decem- 
ber 1st, even if the Spanish troops have 
not all been embarked for their return to

Paris, October 14.—A ‘long and vague 
semi-official statement appeared this evéen- 
ing suggesting various possible motives— 
such as Dreyfusite intrigues, or an 8&t- 
tempt by the socialists to frighten the gov- 
ernment into dispersing the troops. that 
now prevent the success of the strike—to 
explain the rumors of a military con- 
spiracy. 

The mysterious. allusiors, however, and 
the absence of any stra'ghtforward> denial 
tend to encourage the belief that there 
must be some ground for the rumors, 
especially as the statement mentions the 
telegrams alleged to have been gent by @ 
French general to Prince Napoleon, which, 
it says, it is ‘difficult to believe possible in 
view of the control exercised by the tele- 
graph authorities.” 

Might Mean War with England. 

London, October 14.—The situation in 


Paris is regarded jn well-informed quarters 


here as being more serious than’ at any 
time since the commune. 

The St. James Gazette this afternoon 
Says: 


‘A’ military revolution, however peaceful, 
which: replaces the Brisson cabinet with 
the nominees of the generals, would im- 
peril the relations between England and 
France almost to the breaking point. The 
semi-official and part'y inspired Paris pa- 
pers are still pretending that negotiations 
are proceeding between the two govern~ 
ments, and France believes ii, aithougn 
everybody in England Knows the statement 
to be ready to close. Even supposing Ma- 
jor Marchand is unconditionally withdrawn 
from Fashoda, the difficulties with France 
will in no way end. Behind it Hes the 
whole question of the Bahr E} Ghazal, the 
richest prize in the Soudan.” 

Rome, October 15.—The Italie says this 
morning: 

“France has concluded a treaty with 
Abyssinia against ‘England in the Fashoda 
affair.”’ J 

Clear Proof Not Cbtainable. 

London, October 15. —The Paris corrTe- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“It is impossible to obtain clear preof 
ef the existence of a plot. I believe, how 
ever, that the idea of some act of force 
haunts certain military minds. .Maddened 
and stung by violent criticisms of the 
army arising out of the Dreyful affair, they 
are especially irritated at the attitude of 
the civil authorities in claiming to tnater- 
fere in the detention of Colonel Picquart, 
for which the entire military authority is 
responsibie, Looking to the excited state 
of men’s minds at the present time. of 
conflict between the military and civil au-— 
thorities, it is only surprising that such 
alarms are not more frequent.” 

The Duke of Orleans Is Watchful. 

Brussels, OctOber 14, Midnight.—The duke 
of Orleans, accompanied by Comte Sabran 
Cooneteves, has arrived here to watch 
events. The papers here belleve the reports. 
of the coup. The Etoile Belger regards 
it as “the last’ desperate effort of the 
French general staf to save itself from 
downfall.” 

Other papers say*that the conspirators 
have been meeting clandestinely at Ver- 
sailles and that M. Brisson has intercept- 
ed_cipher correspondence pointing to a 
design to seize fifty prominent republi- 
cans. 

An English Duke Concerned. 

Paris, October 15.—It is impossible to 
pick out the truth from the mass of rumors 
current regarding the atleged military plot. 
The general idea is that it was intended 
by a pretended revisionist demonstration to 
insult and provoke the army into some 
act which might have 1éd to the arrest and 
incarceration of a Dreyfusite and the proc- 
lamation of a military government. 

Apparently the Orleanists were at the 
bottom of the movement and an English 
duke is mentioned. There is little doubt 
that the plot has been frustrated, but a@ 
very uneasy feeling prevails. 


Sagasta Grows Desperate. 

jayonne, France, October 14.—According 
to advices received from Madrid, a rigor- 
ous censorship has been revived there since 
yesterday. Senor Sagasta and his col- 
leagues are said to be greatly concerned 
regarding the demands of the United States 
government, which they assert, not only 
refuses to assume any of Spain's colonial 
debts, but wants to take the heavy artil- 
lery in Cuba and the floating dock recently 
Havana.

Grand Ball of the Queen at the Volun- 
teer’s Armory Closed the Great 
Carnival at Macon.

, con, Ga., October 14.—Macon’s grand car- 

nival and diamond jubilee came to a most 
successful end tonight. The close was as 
brilliant as the beginning was grand. This, 
the fourth and last day of the carnival, 
Was known as Macon day. The ieading 
events of the day were the Living Flag, 
the war and peace pageant, the races and 
the queen's ball. 

The war and peace pageant occurred to- 
night. It was the grandest procession of 
the kind ever seen in the south outside 
of New Orleans and persons who have seen 
the mardi gras often in New Orleans de- 
clare that New Orleans has never surpassed 
it. The pageant was conducted on a mag- 
nificent scale. The committee, Mr. G. C. 
Matthews chairman, having in charge the 
affair. certainly did its work well. The pa- 
geant came out of the night at 7:30 o'clock 
@t the intersection of Cherry and Fourth 
streets, the lights. were turned on and 


amid a grand blaze of electrical illumina- _ 


tion, the bursting of pyrotechnics and the 
booming of cannon, the magnificent proces- 
sion, headed by the king of the carnival, 
Mr. Prentice Huff, clad in sumptuous robes 
of royalty, and riding in an elegant chariot, 
drawn by six noble white ‘horses, caparison- 
ed. with purple, and escorted by his bril- 
liant retinue on prancing steeds, made a 
triumphant detour of the city.

War and Peace Spectacle. 

The war and peace spectacle was an out- 
burst of splendor and will make the car- 
nival memorable for many years to come. 
It was a dazzling, glittering pageant of 
matchless beauty and grandeur, In the 
royal procession were numerous gorgeous 
and entrancingly beautiful floats, built ex- 
pressly for the carnival by W. P. Pinkston 
& Co., of St. Louis, the expert and scien- 
tific float builders, who were specially en- 
gaged by the Macon Carnival Association 
to come to Macon and design and construct 
the floats for the war and peace spectacle. 
Each float was drawn by four fine horses, 
gayly harnessed. 

The floats were chiefiy in representation 
-and portrayal of scenes and incidents con- 
nected with the Hispano-American war. 
Each bore a title. In order to understand 
the character and elaborateness of these 
floats, the following description of some of 
the most prominent are given:’ 

The Demon of War—An uncouth monster, 
gigantic in proportions, as though the ar- 
tist had had a will dream after reading one 
of Rider Haggard’s stories. It measured 
over thirty feet in leneth and half so much 
in height. It had the body of a crocodile 
and the wings of a vampire, a tail of a 
serpent and a head like that which was 
never seen on earth. It snorted fire and 
smoke from its mouth, while beneath its 
feet lay the victims of* war. 

The Angel of Peace—This was an allegory. 
Upon and surrounded by a bank of clouds 
and tothe rear of the float stood the An- 
gel of Peace in front of a rising sun. A 
soldier and sailor were seen near the mid- 
dle of the float, while in front was a repre- 
sentation of the capitol at Washington. 

Dewey at Manila—This float was a faith- 
ful of Commodore Dewey's

“Olympia, as she appeared on the morning 


of May Ist, during the great battle. Com- 
modore Dewey was seen on Che bridge of 
his ship, while his guns belched forth de- 
struction to the Spanish foe. 

Death of Bagley—Lieutenant Bagley, of 
North Carolina, was the first victim of the 
war. Macon paid honor to his memory. 
The torpedo boat Winslow, upon which he 
was killed, was represented in flowers, the 
flag of the ship ac half-mast, and in- 
scribed in violets upon a bank of white 
roses was the legend: ‘‘In Memoriam—Bag- 
ley of North Carolina.” 

Sinking of the Merrimac—Lieutenant Hob- 
gon's deed of heroism was cvurrectly and 
accurately shown. There Was a perfect 
mode! of the Merrimac with the catamaran. 
The explosion which sent the collier to the 
bottom of the channel was given with 
thrilling effect. 

Burning of the Maria Teresa—The Span- 
ish ship was shown as firing her last shot, 
flames shooting out of her portholes and 
from her decks while she sank stern fore- 
most in the sea, 

Surrender of Toral—Beneath a_ great, 
spreading acacia tree and just in the rear 
of the American fortifications stood Gen- 
eralis Wheeler, Shafter and Toral, with 
their staffs, the Spanish officers holding the 
flag of truce. 

Annexation cf Hawaii—The ceremony of 
the raising of the American flag over the 
palace at Honolulu, after the passage of 
the annexation act by the congress of the 
United States, was made the subject of 
the tableau. At the rear of the float rose 
the great volcano of Mauna-Lea, vomiting 
forth flames, smoke and lava. 

The King’s Filoat—His majesty was dress- 
ed in this royal robes and seated on his 
throne of gold, in his car of state, beneath 
a rich canopy in the royal! colors, and 
drawn by six white horses. He rode at the 
head of the procession attended by his 
courtiers and royal household. i 

City of Maccn—The artist used the poet's 
Jicense in representing the City of Macon. 
Over a mass of snow white clouds floated 
ea fairy bark, a poem of form and color 
such as might have been dreamed of by an 
Aladdin, or possibly constructed by necro- 
mancers of the orient. The beauty and 
grace of the masterpiece of scenic art was 
only exceed by the beautiful! young la- 
dies of Macon who comprised its precious 
freight. P 

State of Georgia—A magnificent ship 
fashioned somewhat after the caravels of 
Columbus, represented the state. On the 
high poop deck were built the columns anq 
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arch of the state seal, surrounded by sea- 
ferne and water lilies. The vesscl seem 
to be gliding through the placid southern 
waters, but her bellied gails showed her to 
be going ahead.

The Living Flag. 

Fully thirty <housand witnessed the pro- 
duction of the Living Flag this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, on Coleman's hill. It was one 
of the most beautiful and novel features of 
the carnival, and a grand, inspiring and 
patriotic sight, The public has awaited the 
production of the flag with much interest 
and curiosity, and were greatly delighted 
and surprised at the magnificent presenta- 
tion this afternoon. 

Coleman’s hillis a beautiful and high ele- 
vation. On the side of this hill an immense 
stand had been erected, where the grand 
spectacular performance was given. The 
hill rests at the head of Mulberry street, 
one of Macon’s most popular and feashion- 
able thoroughfares, and so shaped as to be 
specially adapted to the enactment of such 
a scene. The flag was a magnificent climax 
to the four days’ celebration of Macon’s 
diamond anniversary. 

Fifteen hundred children, 
and blue, were first formed into an im- 
mense confederate fing, while each child

Then by a series of effective 
maneuvers the flag was transformed into 
“Old Glory,” while the children sang ‘The

Over and above all proudly waved the 
flag of the state of Georgia, which was 
presented to the Carnival Association with 
the compliments of Governor Atkinson and 
was brought to Macon by Mrs. Atkinson. 

The stars in the living flag were repre- 
sented by forty-five children dressed in 
biue, each bearing a flag of one the 
states, and which was sent by the governor 
of each state.

On the head of éach of these forty- 
five children was a large and glittering 
Star.

CHURCH UNITY 


IS DISCUSSED 


The Episcopal Convention Spends th 
Day Upon It. 


TAKE IN OUTSIDE PREACHERS 


Which Can Be Rone by Not Being Too 
Exclusive. 
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REV, DR. FULTON IS APPLAUDED 
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Debate Said To Have Been One of Great 
Strength—To Work for Uniform 
Marriage and Divorce. 


Washington, October 14.—Church unity 
Was again Uhe absorbing topic before the 
house of deputies of the Episcopal con- 
vention today, the notable and eloquent 
discussion of yesterday being continued on 
Rev. Dr. Huntington’s proposition to 
broader. the scope of the church by per- 
mitting bishops to taKe under the spiri«- 
ual guidance outside congregations not 
conforming strictly to the Episcopai lit- 
urgy. ‘The interest in this debate was shown 
today by the statement of Rev, Dr. Ful- 
ton, of Phladelphia, and never before in 
the thistory of the church in America had 
there been a debate of such intense earnest- 
ness, dignity, logic and nobility of a spir- 
itual eloquence, , 

Before taking up the main subject, much 
miscellaneous buséness was transacted. 
The patriotic spirit of the convention was 
shown in the unanimous adoption of a 
resolution by George C. Thomas, of Phila- 
delphia, providing that as the American 
flag was to be raised over Porto Rico on 
the 18th instant, St. Luke’s day, special 
reference to this national event be made 
in Une prayers of that day, 

The delegation which represented the 
American church at the last general sy- 
nod of the chureh of England in Canada, 
reported in detail on their reception in 
Canada and spoke of the close sympathy 
and kinship between the two daughters of 
the Englisin church, separated only by a 
thin geographical boundary. 

Among the resolutions presented and re- 
ferred were those for co-operation be- 
tween the English and American church 
in the establishment of churches in the 
continent of Europe, for gestoring tte 
origina] text of “Rock of Ages’’ and other 
hymns. 

A petition urging a radical cnange in 
the prayer book was summarily tabled. 

Spencer Trask, lay delegate from Al- 
bany, N. Y., presented a resolution which 
was referred, providing that a joint cotr- 
mittee of the two houses be appointed to 
prepare a suitable memorial, to be sub- 
mitted to congress and to the legislatures 
of the several states, urging that appro- 
priate steps be taken to secure an amend. 
ment to the constitution which shall give 
power of congress to estabiish uniform 
laws on the subject of marriage and di- 
vorce throughout the United States. 

Rev, Dr. John Fulton, of Pennsyivania, 
opened the debate involving church unity. 
He supported the Huntington amendment 
to the constitution as calculated to fa- 
cilitate the high aim of making the church 
national in character, 

Francis L. Stetson, of New York, lay 
delegation, urged the amendment as widen- 
ing the educational ag well as the spiritual! 
influence of the church. 

Rev. Dr. Joseph Cafye, of Albany, spoke 
of the American church as one embracing 
not only Anglo-Saxon, but truly American 
in embracing al] nationalities coming to 
the American shore and as such it should 
open its doors to new cumcers. 

Mr. Arthur Reyerson, Chicago lay dele-

At this point an effort was made to close 
and take a vote at 1 o'clock 
p. m., but this was voted down by friends 
of the amendment. 

Under the five-minute rule of debate, 
many clerical and lay delegates took part. 

The final disposition of the question went 
over until Monday. 

The house of bishops adopted a proposi- 
tion extending the offenses for which 
bishops’ may be tried to include ‘‘conduct 
unbecoming a bishop.” 

An amendment adopted extend the pro- 
vision against alienating church property. 
A special committee of bishops was created, 
consisting of the bishops of Chicago, New 
York and Vermont for the examination of 
candidates for ‘holy orders. The bishops 
discussed and passed articles 4,7 and 8 of 
the amendments to the constitution, al- 
ready passed by the house. Article 7 cov- 
ers the ‘‘provincial system.’ : 

At 2:30 o'clock both houses adjourned in 
order to permit the bishops and deputies— 
some 400 in number—to start on the pil- 
grimage to Jamestown island, near Rich- 
mond, Va., where 300 years ago the church 
was first established in America.

ATLANTA, GA., October 15, 1898. 
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The Street Car Franchise. 

The city council should not be blind 
to the fact that the people of Atlanta 
are taking a deep interest in the discus- 
sion concerning the granting of street 
car franchises. 

The hearing which has been held be- 
fore a council committee concerning the 
granting of franchises over the new 
viaduct has been attended with the 
greatest interest and,a good deal of 
acrimony. Street car*franchises in a 
city like Atlanta are valuable, and they 
should only be granted for the benefit of 
the people of the city. In fact, they are 
held out as a bonus to capital to come 
in and improve, not one but every part 
of the city. There can be no sympa- 
thy with that policy which would bottle 
up large areas of the city. 

Every section within the city is entl- 
tled to equal and exact consideration. 

One of-the largest wards in Atlanta is 
concerned in the present discussion. 
The first ward is large in territory, filled 
with an industrious and enterprising 
population, and is one of the most im- 
portant in the city. ‘The citizensof this 
ward who for years have borne their 
part in public burdens, now ‘claim that 
in the granting of street car franchises 
attention should be paid to the improve- 
ment of their property... They should be 
given a street car service as prompt and 
as complete as is enjoyed by other parts 
of the city. : 

The building of the new viaduct, which 
has sprung out of the demand to open up 
communication with that ward, fur- 
nishes the oceasion for the renewal of 
these demands for street car service. 
There are two applicants for street car 
franchises—the Consolidated, which al- 
ready enters that waré from two sides, 
and the Atlanta Traction Company. In 
neither of these two companies is The 
Constitution interested beyond the en- 
couragement-of lawfully invested capital. 
Both companies ask for the privilege of 
entering the first ward over the newly 
created passageway. 

The question for council to consider is 
not the interest of the one company or 
of the other, but the interest of the peo- 
ple who pay the taxes. The people of 
the first ward are entitled to every ad- 
vantage which competition can give 
them. ‘The policy, therefore, for the 
city council to follow is to grant fran- 
chises to both under conditions calling 
for actual development. No dead letter 
franchise should be granted, but when- 
ever a body of capitalists, with the 
money in hand, ready to begin work, 
makes an appearance they should be al- 
lowed to put their work into execution. 

(very ward is entitled to street car 
service, and the council should «see that 
when it is asked for it is granted. Of the 
two franchises asked for/the first ward, 
and which are now fs Sanne ay by 
the street railway co ittee of the 
council, neither conflict with the other. 
The routes indicated cover different. 
parts of the ward, diverging from the 
Mitchell street viaduct. 

The Atlanta ‘Traction Company an- 
nounces that it asks for no exclusive 
monopoly in the ward, nor does it object 
to the granting of tne other franchise 
asked for. For the life of us we do not 
see why the council committee should 
be postponing action on this matter 
from day to day, the last postponement 
setting further hearing for the day just 
after the next meeting of council. The 
committee has but one course, and that 
is so clear as to be unmistak- 
able. It is to grant both franchises; 
open the ward to both companies, and 
thereby give the residents of that section 
of the city the benefit of such service as 
competition will secure. | 

One of the companies asking for the 
franchise rights has testified before the 
committee that it has the money in bank 
ready to build its line, and that upon 
tne award of the franchise, it will proceed 
immediately to work. No obstacle 
should be thrown in its way, but on 
the other hand, it should receive every 
encouragement that it has the, right to 
expect. 

We hope soon to report that the via- 
duct has been thrown open to both com- 
panies at a reasonable rental, and that 
the people of the ward are soon to be 


-" 


| ities equal to that possessed: by any 
other part of the city. Let both 
companies go into the ward if they wish 
to do so. But by all means let us have 
the matter settled without unnecessary 
delay, which might result in the defeat 
of the plans contemplated for the build- 
ing of any new line into the ward. 
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Professor Andree Again. 

. There are few people who entertain 
even the most shallow conviction that 
Professor Andree will ever be heard 
from again. They havé long since pic- 
tured him impaled upon some bleak ice- 
berg in the polar region, and they have 
well nigh ceased to give the foolhardy 
acronaut any thought. 

More than fifteen months have elapsed 
Since Professor Andree set out in his 
balloon from Spitzbergen to discover the 
whereabouts of the north pole. Had he 
succeeded in carrying out his adventur- 
ous enterprise he would have returned 
to Spitzbergen within two months; and 
this he fully expected to do. Reason stag- 
gers at the suggestion that with the 
meager provisions which he carried with 
him on the expedition he can still be 
alive, either in the polar region or else- 
where, and sensible people can hardly 
do more or less than accept the theory 
of his death. 

But Captain G. E. V. Svedenborg, who 
Was to have accompanied Professor An- 
dree on the expedition, but who was pre- 
vented at the last moment, states that he 
is fully satisfied that Professor Andree 
is still alive, and that he is bound to 
turn up soon. He says that the dangers 
of the enterprise were deliberately tak- 
en into account, and that provisions 
were made for every contingency likely 
to arise. He says that Professor 
Andree fully understands the difficult 
art of taking care of himself in the polar 
regions, and despite the discouragements 
in the way, he believes that he will re- 
turn before next summer. 
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Cupid Outwits Mammon. 

When Jay Gould died he left ironclad 
instructions with respect to the marriage 
of his children. Among other stipula- 
tions in the will of the New York mil- 
lionaire it was specified that if any one 
of his children married without the con- 
sent of the majority of the trustees and 
executors Of the estate, such child’s in- 
terest in the estate should be reduced 
one-half. This stipulation was made 
for the reason that Jay Gould did not 
wish his children to marry adventurers 
or fortune seekers; and therein he acted 
like any other prudent father. 

With the peculiar penchant pf the 
Gould boys for the charms of actresses, 
Howard Gould some two years ago fell 
in love with Miss Viola Katherine Clem- 
mons, who was then in training for the 
Stage. He could not resist the enchant- 
ment which this beautiful woman threw 
around him, although he tell knew that 
if he married her he would be obliged 
to sacrifice one-half of his fortune. 
When he found himself thus hopelessly 
entangled in the meshes of Cupid’s net 
he endeavored to conciliate the ‘trustees 
and executors of the estate, but without 
succesx In the meantime he continued 
to court the winsome society of Miss 
Clemmons and to show her profuse at- 
tentions, despite the violent manner in 
which the tongue of gossip wagged over 
the affair. Finally, to bring matters 
down to the present time, he decided at 
last to quietly end the sweet agony of 
Suspense; and, accordingly, on last 
Wednesday evening at the Holland 
house in New York, the nuptials were 
celebrated in the presence of some dozen 
witnesses. None of the members of the 
Gould family attended the ceremonies, 
nor were any of the trustees ahd execu- 
tors of the estate on hand to shower con- 
gratulations upon the happy couple. 

Thus Howard Gould forfeits $5,000,- 
000 to marry the woman upon whom he 
had fixed hig affections. Of course the 
affair will not be without its pretty 
moral, if love continues to ‘hallow the 
sacrifice and to make it appear that the 
treasure which he has earned in wo- 
man’s devotion more than compensates 
for the treasure which he has lost in 
stocks and bonds. But Howard Gould 
is not left penniless with his bride. He 
still has the snug pile of $5,000,000 with 
which to face the problems before him 
and to meet household expenses. We 
know of several young bachelors in this 
neck of the woods who would cheerfully 
incur the risk of shipwreck on the sea 
of matrimony for half that sum. As the 
yacht which bears the happy couple ‘on 
their honeymoon steams among the sea 
islands which dot the eastern coast, we 
fling at them the proverbial slipper re- 
served for such occasions with our best 
of good wishes. 
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A Campaign of Peace. 

Now that the war is over and that the 
political campaign of 1898 is practically 
at an end, it especially behooves the 
people of the cotton states to review 
their conditfYon, and to resolve upon the 
policy which should enter into the cam- 
paign of peace which must for the fu- 
ture engage their attention. 

In the first place, The Constitution 
would urge as the battle ery of this cam- 
paign the significant legend of “hog 
and hominy.” ‘With cotton at its pres- 
ent low price and with our farmers 
forced to purchase with this price all 
that enters into food and wear and man- 
ufactures, it becomes dear, indeed. With- 
out a change in policy, without sonie 
method in view by which conditions 
would be improved, the future would not 
be as bright as it can otherwise be made. 

Happily, however, there is another 
view which may be taken of the situ- 
ation. Were the states of the south 
confined by nature to the one product 
of cotton we should be compelled to bear 
the ills we have, and could have ahead 
of us at the prevailing low price. But 
that providence which has given us the 
best money-raising crop in the world, 
when confined within its «proper limits, 
has also given us other advantages 
which, taken in connection with our cot- 
ton trop, would invariably make it what 
it seems—the very best crop to be raised 
anywhere. Cotton should be raised as 
a surplus crop. The day has gone by 
when it can be profitable as a wholesale 
contract crop. The area which allows 
of its culture is too large to be limited, 
and what we have to dois not to talk 
so much about curtailing the crop, as it 
is to encourage the raisihg of the neces- 
sary hog and hominy which should ac- 
company it. 

If, upon every farm of the south there 
should bé raised the bread and meat 
which is necessary for home consump- 
tion. then it would not be necessary to 
exchange almost the entire $300,000,000 
which we receive for our cotton for food 
and provisions. With every farmer 


given the benefit of street. railway facil- | 


raising his wheat, his corn, and 


his root crops, there would grow up the 
necessity for numerous smal! towns in 
which the local manufactures would 
thrive and thus in time there would be 
created a home market for our local sur- 
plus produce, as well as a foreign market 
for our immense crop of cotton. If such 
a change as this could be brought about, 
when the farmer would go to the market 
place with his cotton, it would be for 
the purpose of bringing home the price 
he received for it, instead of the present 
plan of paying it all for his ‘past debts 
and bringing home instead a newly ac- 
quired debt for the coming tyear. 

The possibility of such a change as 
is here outlined is not one of mere 
dreaming, but is a fact. Kentucky, a 
southern state, raises live stock, corn 
and tobacco, while Tennessee to the 
south and a large part of Alabama and 
Mississippi to the westward, the Virgin- 
ias and North Carolina to the eastward, 
are rich in possibilities of live stock 
and cereal and root crops, together with 
the yield of tobacco. Florida’s possi- 
bilities in fruits and truck are already 
known. South Carolina, Georgia and 
the lower coast clear across to Texas, 
are all capable of raising excellent crops 
of corn, and of all ‘the root crops which 
enter into home consumption. During 
the past year the exports of cattle, for 
instance, from the wiregrass region of 
Georgia, ‘have been phenomenal. From 
the southwest corner of the state there 
was shipped to the western cattle ranges 
over 50,000 head of cattle. These’ cat- 
tle were raised without any special at- 
tention, and without any general object 
in view. It was merely a chance pro- 
duction to attract the attention of buy- 
ers. All these things tend to show the 
great diversity of the soil and climate, 
under which there is an’ invitation .for 
the widest possible scope in agricultural 
development. Here in our favored sec- 
tion there is no necessity for a one-crop 
policy in any one thing under the sun. 
We can have side by side the cotton 
field, the tobacco field, the corn field, the 
wheat field, the potato field, the oat field, 
and any other field on which human in- 
genuity can work, all thriving with 
equal richness and all yielding a ready 
return to the owner. 

We can duplicate in almost any sec- 
tion of the wide south our Belle Meade 
farms, where the fastest horses can be 
raised or our Campbell Brown stock 
farms, where the choicest cattle may be 
bred. On every farm throughout this 
area the hog-raising industry can be 
carried on with little or no cost; in 
fact, upon the very wastage of our pres- 
ent resources. There exists no reason 
why the south should not raise every- 
thing it needs in all these lines for home 
consumption and for export as well, for 
that market which is profitable for the 
west and east would be equally profit- 
able for us. 

Of course, what has been outlined here 
is not possible in any one planting sea- 
son, but it is possible for every farmer 
in the south to make a beginning upon 
this idea. The pitching of next year’s 
crop is already a matter of considera- 
tion. It is time thrown away to wait 
upon the action of conventions to cur- 
tail any particular crop without furnish- 
ing some employment which is to make 
up for the curtailment. If one-third of 
the time of southern farmers is to be 
taken away from the culture of cotton, 
then that time should be devoted to the 
cultivation of other crops, g’r the carry- 
ing on of other industries. If every 
farmer, therefore. would take into con- 
sideration the raising of an additional 
quantity of corn, if he would but add to 
his barn yard more cattle, hogs, an im- 
proved breed of chickens; in fact, any- 
thing which grows, he would cut down 
the bill which he would have to pay out 
of his cotton proceeds next year. 

Then, in view of this fact, let us raise 
the flag of “hog and hominy” which 
Colonel Henry McIntosh has so success- 
fully unfurled in southwest Georgia. Let 
our farmers understand that they have 
the remedy in their own hands, and that 
this remedy must be used within the 
next few weeks, so that when next fall 
comes around we will have hogs and 
horses and corn and wheat and oats to 
sell to the general market. We will 
have created neighborhoods in which 
there will be need for local manufac- 
tures, and the presence of these local 
manufactures will have increased the 
need for everything we have to sell; and 
they will become our best buyers.

The Price of Cotton. 

Ecitor Constituticn—As The Constitution, 
the greatest paper published, in my esti- 
mation, is always ready to discuss matters 
of interest to the farming class and to 
contend for right principles, I want to sug- 
gest some of the causes leading to the 
present low prices of cotton. 

First, it is claimed that overproduction 
is the chief cause. This is admitted, if the 
demand is based on the amount of money 
in circulation, but if the demand is based 
on the actua] wants and necessities of the 
people, as it should be, then there is not 
now, has not been and perhaps never will 
will be a single pound of cotton or any- 
thing else produced on the farms over that 
which the population of the world actually 
needs’ to supply their wants, but the de- 
mand baséd on money to move any given 
ctop, leaves three-fourths of the working 
people unable to buy actual necessaries in 
cotton goods. The scarcity of money brings 
about underconsumption, which is the chief 
cause of low prices. It is said by some that 
there is enough money in circulation, but 
the facts prove such assertions untrue. 
There is about $280,000,000 piled up in the 
United States treasury, and still piling up 
by internal revenue laws and heavy du- 
ties on imports. Taken with national bank 
reserves, individua} deposits, and what ‘is 
hid away in old stockings, none of which 
can be in cireulation or used in the ordi- 
narv channels‘of trade, is it any wonder 
that hard times are at the door of laboring 
people? I predict (though not a prophet) 
that better times, and better prices are in 
the far dim distance unless we can get @ 
change in our financial laws administration. 
There can be no reasonable excuse for the 
amount of money piled up in the treasury. 
There can be no excuse for the continuation 
of national banks as banks of issue. The 
government and banks have got nearly all 
the money. By working tomether they have 
robbed the people of their circulating me- 
dium, the life blood of commerce, and by 
this means rob the people of all the profits 
on their labor, and pring want to the fire- 
side of all who work for a living. 

How long, oh, Lord, shall this state of 
things continue. Wil] the people Keep ehe 
party in power who are responsible for the 
vicious laws and favoritism which is mur- 
dering them by degrees, or will they place 
in power the democratic party, which only 
promises relitf, and will repeal such laws 
as oppress the many for the benefit of the 
few? ‘ 

Abolish national banks, put a large por- 
tion of the money now in the treasury in 
circulation, let it stay among the people 
instead of lying idle in the treasury, re- 
monetize silver, make it a standard money 
equal with gold, let the government issue 
all paper money, collect taxes for revenue 
only, leave protection out of the question, 
stop dealing in futures, destroy all trusts 
and combinations of capital that depress 
prices, and soon prices would double and 
low prices would be forgotten; prosperity 
to all ‘would follow; the poor man could 
then_buy cotton goods to clothe his family 
with.

AMERICAN IMPORTS INCREASE. 


Our Country Is Fast Taking Commer- 
cial Possession of China. 

Washington, October 14.—American im- 
ports into China continue to increase, while 
those of other countries decrease. This ig 
shown by the statement of the Chinese 
trade reports for 1897,, just received by the 
treasury bureau of statistics. The document 
in question is a large volume of nearly 
1,000 pages and contains reports from the 
customs officials of al] the ports of China 
and also a general statement from the 
statistical secretary. of the Chinese cus- 
toms service, Mr. F. F. Taylor, who calle 
attention to the general falling off in ime- 
portations of cotton goods by reason of 
the erection of local cotton mills, but says: 
“American goods, however, continue to ine 
crease in favor, drills showing an improve- 
ment. of over 300,000 pieces, jeans of over 
15,000 pieces and. sheetings of nearly 170,000 
pieces—Dut these are almost the only ex- 
ceptions to the general decline. Drills, exe 
cept American, show q heavy decrease, 
while jeans improved. Of sheetings, except 
American, less were imported by over half 
a million pieces.”’

This 
had no effect, and when the man was with- 
in twenty paces Mr. Stocks fired. The sup- 
posed footpad turned to run and his com- 
panions ran out of their hiding places, Mr. 
Stocks thougiMt he was about to be attacked 
by all three of the men and he fired two 
more shots. 

He saw the three disappear behind one 
of the negro houses and then telephoned to 
the police barracks.

It has been determined by the company 
that if the council allows the franchises 
on terms that will make extension and 
improvement possible all the curves and 
taken out of the Decatur 
line wherever this is practicable. 

With this feature of improvement in 
view the engineers inspected the line to 
Decatur yesterday and noted where im- 
provements could be made. 

The officers of the company state that 
every dollar of the money needed for 
the Magnolia and western extension is in 
the company’s treasury, but that addi- 
tional money would be needed if all the 
extensions and improvements contemplat- 
ed are to be made.

work to be begun within sixty days, and 
the company ‘has given assurance that 
the work would be rapidly completed. 

The additiona] capital which was neces- 
sary to give the company the contem- 
plated improvements and extensions was 
readily secured with the understanding 
that transfers were to be given by the 
company on each and every line to be 
operated, and it was stated yesterday arf- 
ternoon that the capital which had been 
brought to the company was secured with 
the contract that transfers be used. 

It has been estimated by the officers 
of the cOmpany that the amount to be 
expended in the extension of lines and 
the improvement of present lines would 
reach $200,000.

Defaulters Mast Pay Up or Forfeit Right 
To Practice

STEPS HAVE BEEN TAKEN BY THE 
Fulton county grand jury to collect all 
professional taxes that are now due the 
state, but remain unpaid. It is said that 
there are a large number of professional! 
men in this county who do not return their 
taxes in this particular, and more of them 
have failed to pay this year than ever be- 
fore. The tax is due, according to the act 
of the general assembly passed in 1896. 
' This includes lawyers and doctors of 
medicine and dentistry. The tax for each 
year is $10, and it has come to the ears of 
some members of the grand jury that there 
are a large number of professional men in 
the city who have not paid their tax. 

Mr. John F. Daniel, an attorney at law, 


of this city, 
grand jury to collect these taxes, and he 
has commenced his work. 

He ‘thas sent to a number of professional 
men of the city letters which were deliver- 
ed in person stating that he has been em- 
ployed by the grand jury to collect che 
professional tax, and that now was the 


time to pay. 

Mr. Daniel was employed by the county 
commissioners about three years ago for 
the same purpose. It was stated yesterday 
that the grafhd jury had takén the matter 
under consideration and set a time for all 
defaulters in their professional tax to pay 
up, and if they had not within that time, 
investigations would commence and indict- 
ments may be returned against those who 
had not paid the tax. . 

The question hag been raised whether 
the grand jury can authorize a collection 
of the professional] tax for years previous 
to 1896. It is also discussed whether a pro- 
fessional man can register and vote in any 
election who had not paid all his taxes. 
The statute on this question has clearly 
stated that no citizen can register who has 
not paid all ‘this taxes. This is considered a 
part of the taxes, and as registration is 
made under oath a professional man who 
has not paid his professional taxes may be 
indicted for perjury, itis claimed, 

The act of the general assembly of 18% 
makes it unlawful for any one to practice 
law, medicine or den.istry without having 
paid a professional tax. It also imposes a 
penalty of $1,000 fine, or six months in the 
chaingangyor twelve months in jail; one or 
all three, in the discretion of tne court. 

The law does not allow any one to collect 
or have any fees earned by them if the pro- 
fessional tax is not paid. The act of 18% 


is as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by thie general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of. the same, 
that trom and after the passage of this act 
it shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons in this state to practice the profession 
of.law, medicine or dentistry, or any other 
profession upon which a special tax is 
levied by the staté and charge for the 
same, without paying said special tax. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority ‘aforesaid that if at any time after 
the passage of this act it shall be found 
that a nulla bona entry has by the proper 
authority been entered upon an execution 
issued by the tax collector of any county 
of the state against any person or persons 
for said special tax, and that such person 
or persons have thereafter engaged in the 
practice of any or all of said professions 
and charged for the same, such person or 
persons shall be deemed guiity of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 1039 of the 
third volume of the Code of 1895, 

“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that if at any time after 
the passage of this act it shall be found 
that nulla bona entry has by proper au- 
thority been entered upon an execution {s- 
sued by the tax collector of any county of 
this state against any person or persons for 
any special tax, such person or persons 
shall not then be allowed or entitled to 
have or collect any fees or charges what- 
ever for their services rendered after the 
entry of such nulla bona; provided, how- 
ever, that if at any time after the said 
entry of nulla bena has been made the said 
person or persons whom said execution is- 
sues against shall pay said tax in full, with 
all interest and costs accrued thereon, they 
shall ¢hen, after such payment, be allowed 
and entitled to collect any fees and charges 
due them as though they had never default- 
ed in the payment of sald tax.”’

Omitting the three counties named above, 
Colonel Wright received 116,827 votes, while 
his opponent, Captain Ben Miliken, the 
fusion leader in the eleventh district, re- 
ceived but 47.685. Colone) Wright's ma- 
jority according’ to these figures is 69,149 
and if the vote of Coffee, Fannin and Tatt- 
nall is added Colonel Wright's majority 
exceeds 70,000 votes—coming within a few 
hundred of Colonel Candler’s majority as 
calculated by The Constitution. 

There was a contest in Coffee county and 
the courthouse was burned, What became 
of the ballots has not been learned, but 
even if they were destroyed, that would 
make no difference in the result. It may 
not be necessary to hold an election there 
even for county officers, because the law 


provided for establishing the vote of 4 


county by other means than the produc- 
tion of the ballots. The testimony of the 
managers of the election would be evidence 
as to the votes cast, and as to the majority 
of the successful candidates. 

No explanation has been made of the de- 
lay of the receipt of returns from Fannin 
and Tattnall counties. Fannin is a repubil- 
can county and the republicans elected 
their county officers, but Colonel Candler 
carried the county over Mr. Hogan, the re- 
publicans having scratched both nominees 
for governor. 

Tattnall county has sent in the returns on 
the vote for and against the constitutional 


amendments, but has not reported the re- | 


sult of the consolidation of the vote for the 
Statehouse officers. 

All three of the constitutional amend- 
ments were carried by a majority of about 
23, About 65,000 voters either scratched 
the:amendments or did not vote on them at 
all. The Constitution publishes this mern- 
ing the vote by counties on the amend- 
ment providing for the election of solicitors 
general by the people and the vote for the 
democrat and populist nominees fer cump- 
troller general:

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SOME OF THE LARGEST RALLROAD 
companies in the Unite@i#6tates are behind 
a movement to get fares *reduced ‘for upper 
berths tn sleeping cars and for 
seats in chair cars. This will be a popular 
step with the traveling public. It is hard 
to see how it will heip the railroads finan- 
cially, because they do not get any more 
out of a passenger who rides in a Pullman 
than out of ons who travels in the coach. 
The Pullman fare goes to the Pwl]man 
company, Which also gets from i'% to 2%, 
cents per mile for every mile one of its cars 
is handled. That is, the railroads ‘thhave to 
pay for the privilege vf hauling Pullman 
cars. 

A reasonable reduction in Pullman {fares 
will not cut into the company’s earnings 
much, if anything, because there will be 
increased patronage. Railway managers 
take the position that Pullman rates are 
too hig‘n, and that a reduction will induce 
people to travel on the palace and 
sleeping cars who do not now enter them. 
The chair cars and the sleeping cars are 
luxuries. When times get hard people who 
travel economize on sleeping cars. This 
is clearly shown in tne receipis of the eleep- 
ing car companies, 

The plan of campaign is to get all the 
roads using Pullman cars to unite in an 
appeal to the company to lower its rates on 
berths an@ chairs. Some states have at- 
tempted to force a reduction by leg 
but not much has éver come of that course 
except law g6ulits.

TRADING LARGELY CURTAILED 


Friday’s Large Speculative Interests

New York, October i4.—The local stock 
Market overcame successively the opening 
depression reflected from the earlier trans- 
action on foreign exchanges, and the unset- 
t.ing effect of early weakness in some of 
the industrials.

WHEAT AND CORN HIGHER 


Business Does Not Show a Falling Off, 
Yet Profits Still Continue 
Narrow. 


New York, October 14.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will tomorrow say: 

“With actual payments through clearing 
houses 19.2 per cent larger than in the’same 
week of 1892, it cannot be said that busi- 
ness is in any sense falling off, yct many 
are complaining Lecause the amount real- 
ized as profic is smaller than was formerly 
realized in good times. In almost every 
branch of business trade is now transacted 
on a narrower margin of profit thanin any 
other time of fair prosperity. There is a 
great change and perhaps a permanent one, 
in the percentage of profits derivable from 
trade and manufacture as well in the 
pronts olKainable by transporters. 

“Progressive civil:zation calls for a lower 
range of profits and of prices as the volume 
of wusiness transacted increases in order 
to make possible improvement in the con- 
cition of working millions, 

“Wheat business is more active with 
prices about Zc higher for spot and neurly 
sc for the December’ option. Very heavy 
purchases have been rade within the past 
few days, not as yet reflected in the official 
record of snipments, but the exports from 
both coasts, nour inciuded, have been 
4,101,770 busnels, against 4,986,015 for tne 
Same week last year. It is especially inter- 
esting, that in spite of the general dispo-

703,800 in 1892. The feeling is that price of 
the material must decline before the man- 
ufacture can much increase its sales, Or- 
ders for goods have been a little better, and 
a few milis have resumed operation, but 
there is yet no such demand as is neces- 
Sary to sustain current prices of wool. 

“The iron manufacture agein reports a 
small increase in weekly output—215,635 
tons, against 213,443 a month ago—and with 
the eigen sn quantity of unsold stocks 
on hand ou®side the great steel companies, 
the apparent consumption for the month 
of September was 983,840 tons, against $8v,- 
O05 In August.

“Good export demand on general Euro- 
pean account, smaller shipments from Rus- 
sian and Danubian points, less favorable 
reporis regarding Russian and Austraiian 
crops and an andoubtedly active home de- 
mand for wheat for milling, superinduced 
by the active foreign call for flour, have 
ail worked to strengthen the price of wheat 
this. week and sympathetic relaxation is 
found in the improved eall for other ee- 
reals at slightly better prices. Another 
favorable feature in the foreign trade sit- 
uation, too, has. been the apparently sat- 
isfactory progress making in deve.oping 
trade with our new possessions in the At- 
lantic and Pacific. Large orders on Cuban 
account are said to have been placed re- 
ceentiy in New York and heavy shipments 
to Ainnila and other Pacifie island points, 
with the reported starting of new lines of 
steamships to Honolulu and Australia. all 
bear testimony .to the energetic efforts of 
American business men to build up our 
trade abroad,

kinds, at Liverpoo] 545,000 bales, against 
261,000 bales a year ago. Later the market 
eased off partially under’ a disposition to 
realize, port receipts pointing to a heavy 
to:al against the movement of last week 
and last year and a warm wave being re- 
ported for the northwest. 

The market was finally steady at a net 
advance of 2 points. Traders were in- 
clined to be cautious on account of con- 
tradictory frost advices and accounts re- 
aarding the yellow fever situation in the 
Mississippi valley.

SINCE THE 10TH DAY OF OCTOBER 
@ ease has been pending with the police 
‘authorities which is of a most interesting 
character, and of which nothing so far has 
been made public. It involves the sale of 
a drink known as “White Hops,”’ and also 
involves a question between the courts 
and a once noted citizen; and aside from 
the main issue there is likely to arise 2 
question which may affect two well-known 
business concerns. 

On the 10th of October a case was made 
against John Williams, who -runs a re- 
freshment stand at No. ‘15% Marietta 
street, and the charge was retailing beer 
without a license. 

The case was continued 
give both sides sufficient time to get up 
witnesses, and it was called in the police 
court yesterday. 

Four or five witnesses testified that Wil- 
liams sold a drink labeled “white hops,” 
which was, as far as they could -judge, 
lager beer. One of the witnesses was an 
ex-clerk and he stated that the drink was 
‘beer and would make a man drunk. 

It was in evidence that the alleged ‘“‘white 
hops” was bought at the Atlanta Brew- 
ing and Ice Company, and the ex-clerk 
and two other witnesses swore that it was 
always deliverew in bottles without labels, 
a@ barrel full at a time, and the labels 
with the words “white hops’’ were brought 
in the drayman’s pockets. Williams plac- 
ed the labels on the bottles himself. 

The drayman who had been hauling the 
barrels to Williams said he got them at 
the brewery and that all he knew was that 
the barrel was rolled on this dray and she 
labels handed to him in a piece of pal 
He didn’t know what the barrels contain- 
ed or what wag in the paper. 

The arresting officer, Patrolman Gloer, 
stated that complaint had been made to 
him by Williams’s competitors in busi- 
ness, who said they were losing all their 
“white hops’ customers because the kind 
of “white hops’’ Williams sold was bet- 
‘ter than theirs. 

Williams stated that he bought the bot-

tles from the Atlanta Brewing and Ice’ 


and showed his bills, which 
were for barrels of ‘‘hops,’’ at $8.50 a 
barrel, and a credit of $2 for returned 
empty bottles. He claimed that he bought 
and sold the stuff as ‘‘white hops.” 

A yOung man in the audience during the 
trial arose and said that one of the bot- 
tles of the liquor Willlams sold was in 
his (witness) ice cooler, and that he had 
been threatened with trouble if* he did 

‘pot give it up. The bottle, he said, was 
at the disposition of the court. 

Judge Calhoun said he had some doubts 
about the case, and at the request of the 
arresting officers it was postponed until 
next Tuesday afternoon, when the bottle 
offered by the witness, and an officer of 
the brewing company and the agent of the 
“white hops’ company will be in court. 

The Atlanta Brewing and Ice Company 
states positively that it does not sell white 
hops to anybody, but manufactures it, aad 
turns it over to Ffank E. Block, who is 
the Georgia agent. This contradicts tho 
testimony of the drayman and the state 
ment of Williams, and also calls for an 
explanation of the bills shown by Williams 
in court. The bills, however, did not ‘use 
the words “white hops,” but merely the 
one word “hops.” 

Patrolman Gloer says that Mr. Frank 
Block or representative has stated that 
the Atlanta brewery or no other company 
Or person has a right to dispose of the 
white hops, and that no orders have been 
given the brewery for the delivery of 
any. 

At present the case is 
and the conclusion of the trial next 
Gay will be watched with tnterest. 

Williams, the defendant, is the man who 
Ohce sold hot wiener wurst on the streets 
at night and was known as Wiener Wurst 
John for a long time. He made money dis- 
posing of the sausages done up in hot 
cornshucks and retired from that business 
to open his present refreshment. stand. 
If what the officers say and believe is true, 
John has beep running a wide-open blind 
tiger and selling beer for white hops every 
day in the week and Sunday, too.

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NEW HOSPITALS 
STARTED YESTERDAY 


Pavilion Hospitals Were Began During 
the Morning by Large Force. 
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BUILDINGS TO BE ONE STORY

In Each Hospital Thirty-Eight Win- 
dows Will Be Arranged. 


ONE OF THE GEORGIA VOLUNTEERS DIES | 


Leo Stoeber, Formerly of the Southern 
Medical College, Dies at Post 
of Peritonitis. 


Work on the ten pavilion hospitals +p 
began yesterday and patients were + 
removed from tents. 


A LARGE FORCE OF HANDS BEGAN 
work on the ten new pavilion hospitals at 
Fort McPherson yesterday in compliance 
with the earnest requests for the com- 
mencement of the work that have come 
from the war department in the last few 
days, 

The field where the second row of hospi- 
tal tents once stood is now piled with lum- 
ber for the new structures, and presents 
a busy and interesting scene. Only one 
of the hospitals was started yesterday, 
though the work on the others will begin 
today or tomorrow. 

Each of the ten hospitals will be 135 feet 
long by 29 feet in depth, and will be only 
one story in height. This was decided by 
Major Taylor when the plans were first 
proposed, as the result of the experience 
had with the four buildings now used as 
hospitals. In order to make room for all 
the patients, it was necessary to quarter 
Some of them on the secoud story, and 
where a soldier was dangerously ill a great 
risk was run in carrying him up the steps, 
hence it was agreed that the new hospitals 
should be only one story with sufficient 
room in thé buildings to accommodate as 
many as 400 patients. 

All of the buildings will face the general 
quarters, and will be built immediately 
back of the first row of hospital tents. In 
the front of each hospital will be afranged 
thirty-eight windows, in this way giving 
the rooms all the air needed. 

The cool weather yesterday caused Major 
Taylor to order all of the putuients in the 
hospital tents who were very ill to be re- 
moved to the hospitals proper, and room 
in the wards was made for them in a very 
short tithe. Only the convalescents will ‘be 
kept in the tents in future, and until the 
new hospitals can be completed. 

lk« will probably require two months by 
employing a large force of hands to com- 
plete all the buildings, but Major Taylor 
expects to have patients in some of them 
by the first of December. He said yester- 
day: 

“The work on the hospitals will be push- 
ed forward as much as possible, since there 
is no telling what emergency May arise to 
demand a great deal of room for patients. 
The buildings themselves will be of a per- 
manent character, but I do not know what 
disposition the .war department will make 
of them after they fulfill their purpose as 
hospitals.’’ 

Georgia Volunteer Dies. 

Leo E. Gtoeber, a private of the Third 
Georgia volunteers, died of peritogitis in 
the hospital at the post yesterday morn- 
ing. 


Stoeber was a member of the hospital 


corps of the regiment, and before joining 
the command was a student tn the South- 
ern Medical college, of this city. He en- 
tered the service in order to continue his 
studies in medicine with practical work in 
the field, under the surgeons of: the army. 

Stoeber came to Atlanta some time ago 
from Wisconsin, his former home, to at- 
tend college in this city, and shortly after 
arriving the war broke out and he en- 
listed in the Third Georgia as soon as that 
regiment was authorized by the war de- 
partment, 

He was taken ill with peritonitis at Grif- 
fin, where his regiment is in camp, and 
was brought to Atlanta on the hospital 
train shortly after the symptoms of the 
disease shewed themselves. 

The young medical man was highly 
thought of by his comrades, and also by 
the surgeons and attendants at the post, 
and his death yesterday morning was 
greatly regretted. His remains will be con- 
veyed today to Wisconsin for burial. 


MAJOR TUCKER WILL LEAVE. 


He Will Be Transferred to Another De- 
partment of the Army 
Very Soon. 

The announcement comes from the de- 
partmént of the gulf.and from a semi-offi- 
cial source that Major W. F. Tucker, the 
paymaster who was struck in the face 
by Mr. Samuel Barrett in the Majestic 
hotel, will be transferred at once to some 
other department.

STARBUCK WILL 
RACK M’DUFFEER 


He Has Accepted the Challenge Seat 
Out by Prince. 


$1,000 WILL BE THE PURSE 


Starbuck Is in Philadelphia and Will 
Leave at Once “or Atlanta 


THEY WILL RACE NEXT WEDNESDAY 


It Will Be One of the Greatest Mid- 
dle Distance Races Ever Held 
in America.

IF JACK PRINCE KEEPS UP THE 
pace he has set out with, Atlanta will see 
some of the greatest middle distance races 
ever pulled off in this country during the 
next few weeks. Prince made an offer a 
few days ago, through the press of $1,000 
to any man who would come here and de- 
feat the world’s middle distance champion, 
Eddie McDuffee, in a race any distance 
from five to fifty miles. 

Of. all the riders in this country Frank 
Starbuck was preferred because so many 
efforts have been made to get him and Mc- 
Duffee together since they both have de- 
feated Jimmy Michael. Prince wired Star- 
buck to see if he could be induced to come 
and accept the challenge, and yesterday 
morning Starbuck telegraphed that nothing 
would suit him better than to come and 
try for the money Jack will hang up. } 

The exact terms of the race have not 
been settled yet, but the men who are tq 
race each other are so eager to get together 
that it will be an easy matter to arrange 
the details. Starbuck is now in Philadel- 
‘phia and Prince wired him last night to 
come to Atlanta at once. As Starbuck has 
never ridden on the Atlanta track, he will 
be more than apt to come at once and get 
accustomed to the track before he meets 
McDuffee. Prince says that Starbuck was 
only waiting for a telegram from him to 
Start, and that it is probable he will reach 
Atlanta tomorrow night. 

The date of the race between the two 
men will be next Wednesday night, and 
Prince says that the distance will be twen- 
ty miles. Both men will be paced by tan- 
dems and Prince promises that the pace 
will be much better than it was in the 
McDuffee-Walthour-Eaton race. Among the 
pacemakers will be a tandem ridden by 
Walthour and Repine and they will be able 
to make it fast enough for either man. 

In the coming race al] of the tandems will 
be ridden by better men and they will be 
theroughly drilled in the art of pick-ups. 
While the tandems will do the pacing and 
make it fast enough, the two men who are 
to race’ are so experienced in ‘long distance 
racing that they will both be able to hold 
so close to their pace that it will make a 
much prettier race than the one Thursday 
night. 

The trouble with the pace in the last 
race was not so much with the pace- 
makers as it was with the one who sent 
them out. In the coming big race a com- 
petent man will be in charge of the tan- 
dems and they will be sent out at the prop- 
er time, so that they can make the pick- 
ups as they should be made. 

The race between McDuffee and Starbuck 
will be of the greatest interest to all the 
racing world. The fact that these two 
men were the first to defeat the little won- 
der, Jimmy Michael, will create the great- 
est interest in a race between them. They 
are both confident that they can win 
against each other and the race between 
them will be one of the greatest middle 
distanec races ever pulled off in this coun- 
try. The middle distance racing is very 
expensive on account of the pace and many 
race promoters have had to abandon it on 
that account, but Prince says that Atlanta 
must have the best or none at all, and he 
is going to see how the people like the mid- 
dle distance going before he gets through. 

The race between McDuffee and Starbuck 
Wednesday night will not be the only one 
on the pregramme and Prince is now ar- 
ranging a good progsamme to come ahead 
of the big race. In view of the fact that 
the Australian pursuit race proved so pop- 
alar at the last race, Prince says that he 
will put on another one for the coming 
meet, and that he will have four’ better 
teams than he did the last time.

SECURES QUARTERS 


New Athletic Club Will Have a Club 
House in Near Future. 


BUILDING ‘STARTS AT ONCE 


Members of Club Close Contract with 
Mr. Joel Hurt for Clubhouse, 


THE PLANS HAVE BEEN ACCEPTED 


Clubrooms and Gymnasium Will Be 
Fitted Up with Latest Improve- 
ments in Every Feature.

THE ATLANTA ATHLETIC CLUB, 
the new organization recently formed in 
this city, is to have a-permanent home on 
Edgewood avenue on the vacant property 
between Pryor and Ivy streets, 

The clubhouse, which will be one of the 
best of its kind in the south, will be built 
for the club by Mr. Joel Hurt, the head of 
the East Atlanta Land Company, and the 
plans and specifications suggested by the 
members of the club will be accepted as a 
whole. ‘ 

The friends of the movement say that 
Atlanta has for years needed an athletic 
association, at which purely athletic events 
could be held, and where the advantage of 
an improved gymnasium could be of great 
benefit to the members of the club.. The 
officers of the club, who have worked con- 
stantly for the success of the undertaking, 
are to be congratulated upon concluding 
final arrangements for the building. 

The athletic club will have a lease of 
four years on the clubhouse, with the 
privilege of renewal at the end of that 
time, and as every convenience of a mod- 
ern gymnasium will be includeg in the 
building, it can be safely said that che place 
will be the permanent home of the club. 

The contract concluded yesterday pfo- 
vides for the work on the clubhouse to 
start at once, and with a large force of 
hands it will require only a@ short time ¢o 
complete the building. 

Mr. Burton Smith, president of the club, 
said yesterday that every detail for the 
commencement of the building had been 
completed, ard nothing now stands in the 
way of the success of the undertaking. He 
said: . 

‘The clubhouse will be modern ifn every 
respect, and will be an ornament not only 
to the neighborhood, but also to the city. 

“We expect to nave the building com- 
pleted in two months at the farthest, and 
to have the club safely quartered in it 
shortly after that time.’ 

The vacant grounds on either side of the 
building have also been leased by the 
athletic club, and on them tennis courts 
will be place and space reserved for other 
outdoor exercises, for the use of those 
members of the club who prefer them to 
indoor sports. 

The clubhouse will be two stories in 
height, and on the ground floor will be 
built a swimming. pool 30x50 feet. This 
will be regulated so that it can be used 
in winter with perfect safety to the mem- 
bers, by having the water properly tem- 
pered. 

The main feature of the new clubhouse 
will be the gymnasium, or exercising hail, 
which will be made 50x90 feet. It is the 
intention of the officers of the club to place 
in the gymnasium equipments superior to 
any to be found in 
way many will be attracted to the club who 
would not otherwise connect themselves 
with it. Figures are now under -considera- 
tion from the firm of Spalding Bros., the 
athletic dealers, of Chicago, for a com- 
plete outfit, including many pieces of ap- 
paratus. recently adopted for gymnasium 
work, and the figures of the Chicago firm 
will probably be accepted.
